OLDEST TEXAN DEAD. 


J. V. Sheen Was One Hundred and 
Five Years of Age. 
St. Jo. Tex., Nov. 2 9 — T here was 
buried in this town perhaps the oldest 
m an in Texas. 
J. V. Sheen, born in 
New Orleans. Ju n e 9, 1801, died in this 
tow n Nov 25. 
D uring the war of 1812 
he was a d ru m m er boy under A ndrew 
Jackson at th e battle of New Orleans. 
H e w as a rem arkably preserved man.
